The leaders of the majority don’t say what 
agencies are to bring about Democratic har- 
mony, but they promise to produce that 
article. They think, though, that the threat 
of the Republicans to filibuster against the 
repeal of the Federal election law and 
against low tariff legislation will 
have a geod. effect, They argue that 
though the people of the South may be 


that it will stand the test when it comes toa 
choice between low tariff and no interference 
with ballot-box stuffing on the one side and 
cheap money on the other. They also say that 
Stewart's speech today will help to weld the 
party together, because whatever their indi- 
vidual opinions may be the Southern Senators 
cannot afford to stand forth and see a Demo- 
cratic administration attacked as the Navadan 
has attacked it. If his speech be not resented 
by united party action itis argued that Demo- 
cratic Senators will leave the way open for 
other attacks which must split the party wide 
apart.

tors given to unconditional repeal is due to 
Federal patronage. If there were a Repub- 
lican President in the White House asking 
this legislation the fingers of one hand would 
be enough to count its Democratic supporters. 
But so long asa Democratic President with 
the patronage at his back is able to command 
thrice that many Democratic votes the coun- 
try does not seem tobe worrying about the 
interference of the executive with legislative 
functions of the government. There are al- 
ways Senators who will support legislation 
asked by an administration of their own party 
which they would not support when sought by 
the opposition party. 

Cameron Causes Surprise. 

Don Camegon’s speech was the sensation 
today: It is said that Don once made a 
speech, years ago, on internal revenue, but 
most people supposed that this was his first 
appearance in the arena of Senatorial debate. 
It wasa plain speech, but every one who 
heard it wondered whether the Pennsyivania 
Legislature sent Cameron to the Senate as a 
Democrat or as a Republican. He was for free 
coinage, which is a Democratic doctrine. He 
was also for free State banking, which is like- 
wise a Democratic doctrine. Then he was for 
an arrangement all around among the States 
by which everybody's interest would be pro- 
tected. He wanted to be liberal towards the 
South. To the silver-producing States, he 
would be generous, and he expected that they, 
in return, would appreciate Pennsylvania’s 
position. If their silver product was out- 
lawed, he expected them to retaliate on the 
manufacturing States by supporting 
trade legislation. ‘ 

There is a good dealof unpleasant sugges- 
tion in the statement of Cameron, which gives 
force to the talk about trading in legislation. 
For instance, on the Finance committee, 
Vance, Harris, Vest, and Jones of Arkansas, 
are for free silver. They will have a good 
deal to do with shaping the tariff bill. Though 


| they are all free traders, when they get to 


Pennsylvania’s pet industries, it is fair to 


the support which one of the Keystone Sena- 

tors ga ve them in a crisis.

Don Cameron is more 
ntimate with Democratic Senutors than any 
man in private life. Itis assumed by those 
who know that he would not have committed 
himself to this policy if he had not been as- 
sured that he had plenty of support. His 
Democratic friends would never permit Don 
to go it alone. 

At the conclusion of his speech, Senator 
Cameron was warmly congratulated by Vest. 
Pugh, and a dozen other Democratic Sen- 
ators, along with Teller, Dubois, and the 
silverites. Then he was borne off in triumph 
to lunch by Senator Brice. 

No speech has been made since the silver 
debate opened which produced such an im- 
pression as that of Cameron. John Sher. 
man’s utterances in behalf of sound money 
and Dan Voorhees’ piea for unconditional re- 
peal as the surest road to cheap money caused 
no such effect. Cameron’s speech may help 
to open the eyes of the country to the ex- 
traordinary condition which prevails at Wash. 
ington. It may also help to make clear the

Fritz Maas, one of the animal trainers in 

Hagenbeck’s arena found out to his sorrow 

last night that the lot of a peace-maker is 

not a happy one. Fritz tried to settle a differ- 

ence between a clown Thibet bear and a 

leopard during the performance. He 

succeeded in parting the animals, but 
nearly lost his life. Five lions, 


two bears and a leopard take part every night 


in forming a pyramid in a cage. One of the 
bears takes the part of a clown and last night 
he tried to amuse the audience by pulling the 
leopard’s tail. The spotted animal evidently 
could not see the joke, though everybody 
in the audience laughed. He turned 
about and hit the clown bear with one of his 
paws. The bear was just about to 
retaliate when Maas interfered. Armed 
with a stout whip he slashed away at the 
fighting animals. The leopard yielded to the 
persuasive blows, but the. bear turned on the 
trainer, and in just a minute he had torn the 
man’s coat and vest to shreds. He was claw- 
ing at his breast when Mr. Merriam, panther 
trainer, came to Maas’ aid and -rescued him. 
Maas was carried to one of the rooms in the 
building and his wounds were dressed. There 
was little excitement in the audience, as the 
whole p ing did not last five minutes.

After the defeat of the Sunday-closing ef- 
forts the officers and directors of the united 
society thought it best not to compromise the 
several church societies and resolved to op- 
a Christian Endeavor day yesterday. 
re were 40,000 people at the Fair the 
Sunday when we first knew that the gates 
were to be kept open. Had there been but 
20,000, or had the attendance decreased in- 
stead of increased, I think it possible En- 
dea vor day might not have been abandoned 
even if the gates were not closed. The sen- 
timent against Sunday openmg was particu- 
larly strong in the New Engl States, where 
the people were not long in discerning that the 
plaisance was made the chief Sunday attrac.

THE JEWISH MOVEMENT FROM EUROPE. 


At Least 200,000 Have Arrived Within 
the Last Three Years. 


New York Sun: From a report of Commis- 
sioner Senner we learn that very nearly 
10,000 Russian Jewish immigrants arrived 
at this port in the months of July and Au- 
gust, or enough to run up the number for the 
eight months of the year to about 40,000. To 
these Jewish newcomers from Russia we must 
add those from Poland, and to the number 
landed at this port we must add those landed 
at other ports, or perhaps inall about 60,000. 
After examining the statistics of the arrivals 
of steerage passengers at New York and other 
N for the last three years, we believe it to 

a proper estimate that there have come to 
this country within that time as many as 
200,000 Jewish immigrants, the greater part 
lof them from Russia. 

The Jewish movement from Europe to 
América, which has reached such large pro- 
portions in recent times, is likely to continue 
for yet many years. Russian Government 
is still bearing hard upon its five or six mill- 
ions of Jewish subjects, a large proportion of 
whom are desirous of leaving that country in 
order to join their brethren in the United 
States, who at this time number not far from 
a million. It might be supposed that the news 
of the hard times in this country would have 
put a stop to their coming, but it has not had 
any such effect thus far,as we know by the 
September reports from Ellis Island, which 
show a marked decrease in the immigration 
of other races.

„The aged Pottawatamie, Chief Simon Po- 
kago, poet and son of Pokagon, who owned 
the ground on which Chicago now stands, ad- 
dressed the Indian committee of the World’s 
Fair Congress in the Women’s parlor of the 
Palmer House yesterday. The committee has 
arranged to take care of more than a hundred 
Indians during the Indian Congress which 
will be held during Chicago week, and 
the meeting was called yesterday to take 
steps to bring the Indians to Chicago.

The New York Lyceum company revived

In doing so it did no particular service to regu- 
lar theater-goers, as the freqyently recurring en- 
gagements of this organization during several 
years has never failed to work a return to the 
play in which it made its first success before the 
people who patronize and admire the 
portrayal of social and matrimonial squab- 
bles, which is the chief stock in trade 
of Daniel Frohman’s organization. Had the 
bills not announced it and had the piece not 
such a sure claim to antiquity there would have 
been little difficulty in ascribing the work to 
For the 
most part it is thoroughly Belascoesque, if one 
may use the term. More definitely stated, it is 
another instance of an attempt to portray a kind 
of high social life in American cities which could 
scarcely be. Evenif the theme of The Wife grew 
from reality, it would be decidedly the excep- 
tion—an exception so rare that it should scarcely 
be considered. Like The Charity Ball“ by the 
same authors, an expensive assortment of even- 
ing reiment and imported millinery are most 
necessary for its effectiveness, and a mawkishly 
sentimental audience the chief requirement for 
its favor. Both plays have remained popular so 
long because Daniel Frohman has been 
financially able to furnish the former 
and thé rank and file: of theater patrons the lat- 
ter, although thesé latter are by no means in the 
majority or even in the large minority. Yet the 
play, unlike The Charity Ball,” leaves alone, 
or almost alone, those subjects which are no 
more becoming on the stage than in the drawing- 
room. Its aim is net to teach morality by im- 
morality. The makitig of a social fiend incarnate 
of a girl led to social honesty and uprightnesas by 
every element of her past life is as nearly 
absurd as was tlie downfall ofa similarly high- 
bred girl in the earlier play.

RIO JANEIRO AGAIN UNDER FIRE. 


Several Women and Children Killed=—In- 
surgents Issue a Proclamation. 
ISPECTAL CABLE. |

The rebel fleet which has been so long block- 
ading the harbor of Rio Janeiro again bom- 


barded the city yesterday. Under Admiral | 


Mello’s orders the firing was severe and the 
damage done exceeds that of the first bom- 
bardment, Several women and children were 
killed, but the extent of the damage and 
loss of life are not yet known as no news is 
permitted by the government to be sent direct 
from Rio Janeiro. Part of Mello’s fleet 18 
still keeping up a vigorous blockade ot 
Santos. Copies of Admiral Mello's procla- 
mation have been received here. The leader 
of the revolters declares President Peixoto, 
with the aid of corrupt members of the Senate 
and venal Deputies, has overridden the re- 
strictions put upon their powers by the Con- 
stitution. Peixoto, he asserts, is trying to 
place ‘Brazil under the rule of an absolute 
tyranny. > 

“Tf by my aid,” the proclamation con- 
tinues, in making this stand for liberty our 
cause shall triumph, I shall hand over the 
government to the charge of those honorable 
men who gave freedom to our nation before.“ 

Four members of the Brazilian Congress on 
board the rebel cruiser Aquidaban have 
signed anaddress tothe public. They say 
President Peixoto and the members of his Cab- 
inet have been stealing the public funds, de- 
stroying the autonomy of the States, and 
fomenting a national war in order to serve 
their own personal ends. These acts, the ad- 
dress says, together with the dictatorial 
conduct of both the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, compel the signers, as representatives 
of national will, to make the present solemn 
fight for freedom. They gave Admiral Mello 
command of their forces at this juncture, 
with a view to restoring peace, restoring law, 


and reéstaWlishing republican principles. The 
address closes with an appeal to all patri- | 


otic Brazilians to help their cause. 

Confirmation of the report of the renewal 
of the blockade of Rio Grande by the revolt- 
ers has been received.

CAMPERDOWN AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 


Ship That Rammed the Victoria Goes 
Aground at Valetta, Malta. 

Vatzrra, Malta, Sept. 25.—The British 
battleship Camperdown, flagship of Rear-Ad- 
miral Markham, grounded this morning at 
the entrance of thé harbor. This is the vessel 
that during the maneuvers of the British fleet 
off Tripoli, Syria, ran into and sank the bat- 
tleship Victoria, causing great loss of life, 
among the drowned being Vice-Admiral Sir 
George Tryon, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Mediterranean squadron. The Camperdown 
sustained congiderable damage forward in the 
collision, and shortly after its arrival here it 
was placed in dock. Its repairs had just been 
completed and today it started out on a trial 


trip and had proceeded only a short distance 


when it struck bottom. The Camper- 
down is a sister ship of the Howe. 
the stranding of which at Ferrol, Spain, is 
still fresh in the memory of newspaper read- 
ers. The construction of the Camperdown’s 
keel is the same as that of the Howe. The 


latter, it will be recalled, was only floated 


after much labor and great expense. At 
about 2 o’clock this afternoon the Camper- 
down was got afloat. It is believed it will go 
in dock again to have its bottom examined. It 
was found this evening by divers who had 
been sent down to examine the hull of the 
Camperdown that the vessel had sustained 
only slight damage, owing to the prompt 
measures that were takén to get it afloat. The 
divers are now engaged in patching up the 
damaye.

The discussion of city improvement clubs is 
timely and appropriate. ‘ 

The machinery that was adapted for handling 
the affairs of the city tem years ago, when be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 was raised for 
city improvements, might not be adavted to the 

ear 1898. when over $15,000,000 will be raised 


or that — i 

The growth of our city is marvelous. So mar- 
velous that the resident of but a dozen years can 
claim the distinction of being an older resident 
than one-half the present population of the city. 
The city’s grow in -pope ation is scarcely more 
rapid than her wth as a center of commerce, 
finance, education, art, and manufacture. That 
a like progress is being made in improved ma- 
chinery for handling our city affairs is not quite 
so clear. If, therefore, there is any danger that 
what pertains to the health, safety, and enjoy- 
ment of our people isnot keeping pace with our 
growth in other respects, itis eminently proper 
— the question should be discussed at this 
time. 

Who can more appropriately, outside of the 
constituted city authorities, discuss 1 2 
than the Chicago Real Estate Board? No body 
of men come in closer Gontact with all forms of 
city necessities and improvements than the real 
estate men. Aside from their individual hold- 
ings, a large percentage of Chicago real estate 
is under the supervision of real estate men in 
ag, agents. Real 
estate men, by reason of their constant and 
varied exportences in realestate improvements 
of all kinds, are qualified to discuss intelligently 
a subject of this kind. 

Assuming that city improvements are not being 
pushed’ as rapidly as could,.reasonubly be ex- 
pected, and that this is an appropriate time end 
place for such a discussion, we are asked to -con- 
sider the propriety of “organizing ward or dis- 
trict clubs for city improvements.“ Of course’such 
an organization could not be in any sense a sub- 
stitute for the city authorities, but would rather 
be supplemen to them. Trees, sidewalks 
pavements, and cleanliness are the suggestions of 
the topic; in other words—local elubs organized 
by wards, districts, or neighborhoods might be 
useful in suggesting to the property-owners such 
mutual action as would tend to improve the ap- 
pearance and sanitary condition of the property 
in that vicinity, and which could be done by local 
contributions from the parties interested. Such 
clubs might also be useful in recognizing the 
larger and more expensive needed improvements 
in their respective localities and by presenting 
such needs to the city authorities and seeing that 
the ordinances drafted in referente thereto suit- 
ably specified the nature of such improvements, 
an perhape even go farther and inquire into the 
contracts let and exercise in the interest of the 
property-owners an incidental supervision over 
the work in progress. 

But in all this there is a strong suggestion of 
weakness on the part of our local municipal gov- 
ernment in the matter of city improvements. 


What Could Have Been Done, 


I believe that if all the money.that has been 
raised in this city in the last ten years for city 
improvements had wisely and economically 
expended, while it would not have given us per- 
fect streets, we might tonight instead of discuss- 
ing the propriety of organizing ward or district 
clubs for city improvements have been pro-

our appreciation of the widely acknowledged 
ability of our present Chief Executive have been 
raising a fund for a suitable gift from the Real 
Estate Board to grace his Honor’s table at his 
seputed coming nuptial celebration.

The management of city affairs as pertains to 
the expenditure of public moneys for city im- 
provements has never approached in system 
economy, and efficiency even the lowest standard 
of business management that would be tolerated 
in any great private business concern. The rea- 
son for this may not be found in the individual 
character of the men who from time to time have 
had the management of our city affairs. Among 
those who have occupied the Mayor's chair have 
been found able hunest men, perhaps none 
more so than our present Mayor. Among the 
large army of our citizens who have from time 
to time served as Aldermen in the City Council 
are found many good, honest, and able men. 
Among the 3,000 or more city employés are 
doubtiess many men of ality and integrity, but 
hotwithstanding all this re is something 
wrong.

Educate the rising generation into 
these broader principles of government, religion, 
and social life, and then ignorance, poverty, and 
vice will disappear.

The Methodist Church is the largest Protestant 
denomination in America. One out of every 
twelve of the 833 of the United States is 
a member of Methodist Church, and one out 
of every five prefers it to any othercbuch. The 
Methodist Church gains very little by immigra- 
tion to this country. Most of her members have 
come into her communion through the doorway 
There is a loud call in our day 
for the church to give up its theological doc- 
trines. Those who make the call, as a rule, could 
spare their theology with little hurt to the world. 
It is a question whether the church was ever so 
spiritual or so efficient in the salvation of men as 
since denominations have appeared. God has 
ysed the missionary cause as an engine of untoid 
power in saving men. No better men ever lived 
than the missionaries in foreign lands. As an 
evidence that the missionary does bear the spirit 
and present the truth of his Master we note that 
the ple of India, through the instrumentality 
of Fag Methodist Church alone, are coming to 
Christ at the rate of 10,000 a year. 

The two necessary ingredients of a revival are 
the divine will and the human will. Revivals, 
like the tongue mentioned by the pallosouner.

UNCLE SAM’S VAST STORES OF SILVER. 


The Vaults of the Government Overflow- 
ing With the White Metal. 

Washington letter in the Philadelphia Times: 
There are 5,000. tons of silver stored in the 
Treasury vaults. That means 10,000,000 
pounds. And yet this metal is regarded asa 
precious one, to be measured in value by 
ounces and grains. Only coin is kept in the 
Treasury vaults. Bars and. bullion are stored 
in the Subtreasuries and the mints, There 
are eight vaults in the Treasury used for the 
safe-keeping’ and storage of money. The to- 
tal value of the contents of these vaults is 
$653,176,000. 

Only two of these vaults are used for the 
storage of standard silver dollars. Vault No. 
1 contains $101,000,000, while the smaller 
vault, koown as vault No. 2, has in it only 
about $50,000,000. In addition to this there 
is $53,000 worth of fractional silver. The 
other vaults are used for holding bank notes, 
bonds, money for daily use, etc.. 

The total coinage of silver dollars under 
the Bland act of 1878 was $389,936,347. 
The total coinage under the act of July 14, 
1890, known as the Sherman act, has 
amounted to $29,455,606. re are 68,- 
917.000 silver dollars in cire ion. 

More than half of all the silver owned by 
the United States is stored in this city. At 
the mints and assay offices there are 6120, 
231,000 worth of bar silver. Altogether 
— is $331,000,000 in standard silver dol- 


rs. 

The United States has been buying silver 
ever since 1878, when the Bland law went 
into effect. Until the Sherman law went 
into operation the Treasury purchased 
$2,000,000 worth of bullion every month 
for coinage. There were pure under 
the first law 3808,199,261.71 . ounces of 
silver, for which it paid $%323,685.- 
576.19—an average cost of $1.05 per 
ounce. On this siiver the government made 
a profit of a great many million dollars by 
calling every 375 grains of fine silver a dol- 
lar, no matter what the market value of silver 
might be when paid for in gold. 

n the silver purchase under the Sherman 
law the government has lost already about 
$40,000,000 by the depreciation in value of 
its stock of bullion on hand. Up to the Ist of 
July about 157,000,000 ounces had been 
purchased. Four million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars in silver amount to about 140 
tons, and if the country still goes on buyi 
at that rate the problem of what to do wi 
the metal promises to me an even more 
serious one than it is now.

THE © ~ SOCIALIST BURROWS WILDLY 
WRONG. 

In his Sunday address to the meeting of 
Socialists Herbert Burrows of London, who 
calls himself a radical Socialist, made several 
statements which it is charitable to suppose 
were the results of misinformation given him 
by ignorant persons. He said: Thirty thou- 
sand people of the United States possess one- 


half of all its wealt 


Tun Tarbune would like to see the official 
statistics for that assertion and to have its 
truth verified. No mere idle statement made 
by an American spouter and backed up by 
this English red will suffice. Let, us have 
the facts, as developed by official or ‘other in- 
vestigations. Neither Mr. Burrows nor those 
who dosed him with pointers for the occa- 

sion can prove the assertion to be other than 
widely and wildly wrong. 

The present wealth of the United States, 
real and personal, may be taken at about 65 
billion dollars. Of this 25 per cent is lands, 
including fully 5,000,000 unimproved farms, 
operated by more than 8,000,000 male 
adults, besides women and children. Nearly 
all these farms are owned in whole or in part 
by the occupants, and their lrve stock and 


another 10 per cent. The houses and furni- 
ture in city and country are valued at 88 per 


‘cent, the large majority of which is owned by 


the occupants. So here we have more than 
five-eighths of the 65 billions spread broad- 
cast among the masses in the shape of home- 
steads, the owners exceeding thirty millions 
instead of being limited to thirty thousand. 
But this is not all, The railroads, shipping. 
and merchandise aggregate 20 per cent, and 
these are owned bya multitude of people, 
though an uninformed person looking at the 
aggregations of railroad and other wealth in 
the cities might suppose they were owned 
simply by the directors. The stocks and 
bonds of the corporations are held by tens of 
thousands of parcels, many of them small 
ones. The same is true of bank stocks, which 
are widely distributed, and for both it may be 
remarked that no small proportion are held 
as investments for small estates of widows 
and orphans and by the life insurance compa- 
nies whose policies are scattered almost 


| broadcast among the people. 


So Burrows is grossly in error in asserting 
that the people of the United States are di- 
vided into two classes—a small one which 
holds most of the properties and the multi- 
tude “‘who are divorced from the pleasures 
of life.“ The great mass of the wealth is dis- 
tributed among the many, in spite of the fact 
that a comparatively few, oon much more 
than the average, and even the indebtedness 
of the farmer and mechanic on the farm and 
home is mostly to other workers who have 
saved up a little surplus without denying 
themselves all the pleasures of life.“ 
Nor is it true that the workers are slaves.” 
About 80 per cent of all the toilers in this 


bands or fathers. The millions of farmers, 
the village artisans, the small storekeepers in 
city and country, and many other classes are 
their own employers. Burrows’ blunder 
probably arises from seeing a crowd of hired 
hands engaged on large enterprises requiring 
great capital in the cities andemines, and sup- 
posing that to hold true for all workers in 
every kind of industry, rural as well ds 
urban. But such supposition is short-sighted 
and wholly mistaken. 

This foreign Socialist said that “ chattel 
slavery has merged into wage slavery,” and 
it is a veritable bondage, for the worker is 
„always in peril from the whip of starvation 
‘which the employer holds over him.“ And 
he added, I defy challenge to the truth of 
my statement.“ } 

Tun Tammo challenges it, and takes the 


ground that the employer of labor is as much 


a slave of necessity as is the man who for 
wages works for him. Both are controlled by 
their environments and are alike servile to 


| their conditions. The employer is a slave 


to the market for his goods. He has capital 
and wishes to reproduce it. He hires hands 
to help him, tut he has to find a market for 
the goods and to study its requirements as 
well as employ labor. He must pay to the 
worker a share of his profits, often the lion’s 
share, If he cannot find a profitable markei 
for wares he does not realize his expectations, 
his capital vanishes, and he is obliged to 
cease employing workers, however un- 
willing. But in this case there is 
this important difference between the 
two: The erstwhile employer is unable 
to continue in business, and sinks back 
a bankrupt into the ranks of the workers 
from which he graduated by the exercise of 
self-denial; while the man who worked for 
him réceived his wages and loses nothing ex- 
cept the time required to hunt up another sit- 
vation. The employer has to depend on his 
customers if he would succeed. In other 
words, he has to ask “ their permission to 
live just as much as has the man who helps 


| him to produce; but he has the disadvantage 


of having to please and suit a hydra-headed 
customer, the multitude, instead of only ‘one 
boss.“ This foreign red is equally lame in 
his reasoning as false in his statements of al- 
leged fact, and ought to study up a little in 
both directions before attempting further to 
instruct Americans how to solve the labor 
problem, 


-THE SILVERITES TRYING TO BREED AN-

majority in the House, The panic will re- 
turn if those apprehensions are revived, The 
free silver Senators wish that to happen. They 
want another panic, because they believe the 
effect of a second one would be to drive out 
gold and bring in the cheap silver standard. 
And that is why they keep on making as- 
sertions which they and which all sensible 
thinking men in the United States know are 
untrue, 


SENATOR TURPIE’S RIDICULOUS NON- 
3 SENSE. 

During one period of its history there exist- 
ed in Poland what was known asthe “lib. 
erum veto — the right of a single member of 
an assembly composed of many thonsand 
members to pievent or annul by his solitary 
voice the action of the entire body. The re- 
sult was anarchy. of course. Senator Turpie 
thinks that a somewhat similar rule exists in 
the Senate of the United States and resents 
any attempt to depart from it. He is of the 
opinion that any one man has a right to tie 
up that body as long as he pleases. He said 
Saturday: 

It was impossible and N that de- 
bate could cease, or that a vote should ever be 
taken as long as there was a dissenting unit in 
the Senate, assisted by one-fifth of the number of 
Senators, to ask for a rollcall. It would require 
a reconstruction of the entire body of laws of the 
Senate and an amendment to the Fedéfal Consti- 
tation; peremptory, to create what seemed to be 
aimed at by the resolution ofthe Senator from 
Connecticut (Mr. Platt.) 

A vote by force was not a vote; a vote by com- 
pulsion was not a free act, and yet the first dofl- 
nition of a vote was volition, the expression of 
will. The very highest functions in a free gov- 
ernment were not compulsory and could not be 
made so. 


These sound like the words of a feeble- 
minded old man. According to this doctrine 
no vote should be taken till every Senator is 
ready to vote on the bill, In that case there 
would be no laws passed except those appro- 
priating money for the pay and other expenses 
of Senators. The rules of the Senate, grossly 
defective and absurdly weak as they are, do not 
go as far as does the senile Senator from Indi- 
ana, and the Constitution contains nothing to 
justify his ridiculous assertion. It does direct 
that each House shall keep a journal, and 
the yeas and nays of the members of either 


“House, on any question, shall, at the desire 


of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal.“ There are eighty-five members of 
the Senate. Seventeen of them can insist on 
a vote being taken by yeas and nays, when 
one is taken, and that vote being entered on 
the journal. Then the people will know just 
how each Senator voted. But the seventeen 
have no power to force a vote against the will 
of the majority, nor have they the right to 
prevent that majority ordering a vote when it 
sees fit to do so, All the minority can claim 
is that the vote shall be taken in a certain 
formal manner, so its members may go on 
the record and their position be known, 

A vote by force is not a vote, says Sena- 
tor Turpie. Then let him abstain from voting 
if he wishes to do so. He need not be put 
down in either affirmative or negative unless 
he so decides. He can be entered as not 
voting,“ but his unwillingness to vote does 
not give him the right to deprive the majority 
Senators who do wish to vote ona bill the 
opportunity to do so. If such a right is to be 
granted, then the Senate will have to be done 
away with, for the government will be para- 
lyzed, and the Senate an obstructive nuisance 
to be abated. 

If Senator Voorhees and his Democratic 
colleagues are going to permit the Senate to 
be run in accordance with Turpie’s theories 
their party will be paralyzed. It will be im- 
possible for it to legislate, It wili be un- 
able to do one of the things which it promised 
to do if given power. How long will the peo- 
ple tolerate an organization which admits that 
it cannot pass a solitury law except with the 
consent of every member of the Republican 
minority in the Senate? For. if .it be decided 
that one minority can defeat’ the pending bill 
another minority cannot be deprived of the 
right to kill any other bill which may come 
before the Senate for its consideration. 


MICHIGAN’S BIG FRUIT CROPS. 

It is reported that the crops of peaches and 
grapes in Michigan this year are too great to 
be moved. The various transportation com- 
panies that are engaged in carrying the prod- 
uct to Chicago and other markets are over- 
whelmed with offerings of material to be car- 
ried away. It is said the grapes must be al- 
lowed to rot in immense quantities unless 
utilized for wine making. The yield is pro- 
digious, the weather of this year having been 
the most favorable possible for a fine harvest 
of peaches, grapes, and other fruits which are 
grown on a belt of a few miles wide skirting 
the eastern shore of Lake Michigan. 

The situation of this region is almost phe- 
nomenally favorable to the culture of fruits. 
The prevailing winds are from the west and 
southwest. Blowing over the lake they carry 
the essentials of an equable climate in the 
summer season, the water tempering the in- 
equalities of land heat, and in dry seasons the 


» wind contains sufficient moisture to give to 


the air over the fruit belt a sufficient amount 
of moisture to obviate severe damage from 
drought. These facts have been made availa- 
ble to such an enormous extent that Michigan 
fruits constitute a large part of the supply 
that is consumed in and distributed from Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and other ports all over the 
Northwest. The eastern shore of the lake con- 
tains so many little harbors that the transpor- 
tation to them from the field is short and 
cheap. At these points the fruit is quickly loaded 
on boats and a few hours at night suffice to 
carry it across the lake. The whole cost of 
transportation and handling to this city is but 
a few cents per large package, and within a 


short time of being gathered it is ready for 


shipment by rail to thousands of interior points 
and for distribution to the people of Chicago, 
the latter demand forming no small part of 
the daily consumption. 

Lake Michigan is an equalizer of temrer- 
ature on its western shore also, but to a far 
less extent than in Michigan, because of the 
direction of the prevailing winds; it being one 


of the oldest and best understood axioms in 


weather science that the wind always partakes 
of the character of the surface over which it 
blows. So the lake is a great benefactor in 

the matter of fruits, the consumption of 
which adds greatly not only ſto the comfort 
but to the health of When with 
this fact we take into account the relation 
which the lake sustains to our interior com- 


merce, carrying on its bosom at very 


cheap rates a great proportion of the 


heavier freight that ig moved both ways, | 
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err added to the area now is 


available for cultivation, but it is ‘probable 


that in such case the total value of land in the 
Northern States would be far less than at 
present. It may even be open to question if 


under such. a condition the States in’ this 


region would have filled up at all. Possibly 
they would be but sparsely occupied but for 


the facilities of travel and transportation af- 


forded by the water routes which invited set- 
tlement in the first place, and then opened up 
business for the railroads to come in. But for 
that business the inducement to build rail - 
roads would have been lacking. At first they 


formed only avenues connecting the lake 


ports with the interior, and afterwards be- 
came competitors with water transportation. 
Without the latter they would have had little 


reason to be, and the United States would 


have been a vastly less populous and im- 
portant county than itis today, 


TRAIN ROBBERS DEALT WITH. 
The officials of the Kansas City, St. Joe and 
Council Bluffs road made short work of the 


scoundrels who sought to hold up and rob one 


of its trains Sunday night. Fortunately they 


had learned of the conspiracy beforehand. 
‘and sent outa dummy train loaded with po- 


licemen to the locality where the robbery was 
to have been committed. The train was sig- 
naled by the thieves as usual, The engineer 
stopped his train, One robber covered the 
willing engineer and fireman. The others, 
three of whom were decoys, entered the ex- 
press car, which was opened without any delay 
by the police concealed in it. As the outcome 
of the cheerful surprise party two of the 
scoundrels were killed, and the third one, who 
had been holding the engineer and fireman, 


made his escape, though a posse is in pursuit 


and probably will capture him. The other 
three, as already noted, were simply decoys 
sent out by the police authorities to play their 
dangerous part, which they did successfully. 
The whole affair was over and the dummy 
train back to St. Joseph in forty-five minutes, 
leaving the road clear for the regular passen- 
ger and express train which the bandits 
thought they were holding up when they fell 
iato the neat little trap set for them. 
Thus in two cases train robbers have 
been foiled within a week—these in Missouri 
by the police, who were aware of their designs, 
and those at Carbondale, in this State, who 
were beaten off by a courageous train crew. 
In the former case there is no call for reward, 
as the police were doing their plain duty and 
at little hazard, but in the latter case the 
trainmen took their livesin their own hands 
and successfully defended their train. What 
is the Illinois Central doing in turn for them? 
Meanwhile the Michigan Central people have 
set a good example for other roads by supply- 
ing their crews with Winchester repeating 
shotguns on all trains carrying mail or ex- 
press matter. As there will be at least ten 
men on all these trains fully armed they will 
be able to protect their trains against any as- 
sault from these road bandits. Other roads 
should do the me. 


ELECTRICITY FOR STREET CARS. 

it is stated that George Westinghouse Jr. 
has solved the problem of cheap and unobjec- 
tionable applicatiom of electricity to the mov- 
ing of street cars. The system he has per- 
fected is elaimed to do away with all the evils 
of the trolley plan and to be a decided im- 
provement on its best features. The overhead 
wires are superseded. and the underground 
currents will flow in such fashion as to be per- 
fectly safe, always in working order, and do- 
ing none of the damage to water and gas pipes 
which has been the subject of much recent dis- 
cussion and complaint, 

The street ears are to be operated by means 
of currents passing along iron bars, which are 
placed underground in conduits. The cur- 
rents will be alternating, and it is claimed 
these will keep to the bars, not forsaking them 
for other tails or water or gas pipes, as is the 
case in many instances now. Two high ten- 
sion lines will be run along the line of road. 
and converters will reduce the current to a 
safe working. pressure, which will be con- 
veyed in short sections under the railroad 
conduits. There will be no traveling current 
for long distances, and it is believed the sys- 
tem can be operated everywhere under all 
possible climatic conditions, the integrity of 
the circuit. not being materially affected by 
rain or snow. 

The description given is not sufficiently pre- 
cise to indicate the exact way in which con nec- 
tion will be kept up between the stationary 
bars of ironand the moving car, so that much 
remains to be told before an outsider will be 
able to state positively that all claimed for the 
new method of street car propulsion has been 
arrived at. Butitis fair to presume that the 
parties making the claim know what they are 
talking about and are correctly stating that 
a radically newdeparture is about to be pro- 
posed to the world, one which will obviate the 
gravest objections now made to the use of 
electricity for causing street cars to move. It 
is for the promoters to show that they have 
not claimed too much. If they can do that 
there need be little fear that it Will failof gen- 


eral adoption, unless in the improbable event 


of something still better being discovered ere 
long. 


ConTRoLLERB WTI. should continue 
his efforts to compel the Police Justices to 
make a proper accounting of their fees. Those 
functionaries are paid from $2,000 to $3,000 


per annum ag salaries, which is more than 


any of them could earn at any legitimate 
business. They hold court for the city only a 
few hours in the forenoon. All the remaining 
part of the day they devote to what they call 
„private business, for which they collect 
fees. ‘Their income from this latter source is 
as large as their salary, but they are not con- 
tent. In collusion with police officers and 
bailiffs they have perfected a scheme of fees- 
for-continuances, which is a most ingenious 
one for fleecing the litigants in the police 
courts and for enriching the Justices, Under 
the city ordinances all fees collected by them 
as Police Justices should be paid into the pub- 
lic treasury and reported to the Controller 
daily, The Justices ignore this ordinance. 
While ostensibly enforcing municipal law they 
daily violate it. It is the duty of the Control- 
ler to enforce-the law. He has full power in 
that respect and he will be sustained by the 
public in doing 80.

The terrible explosion thiree years 
ago in the hold of the steamer Tioga while 
lying at its dock in this city will be well re- 
membered. The explosion was caused by the 
igninon of a lot of naphtha which had been 
billed as oil to save freight charges. In due 
course of time the officials of the Genesee 
Oil company at Buffalo. who had shipped 
the naphtha, were indicted. The trial was 
called a few days ago and the indictments 
were quashed and the defendants were dis- 
charged upon the ground that the Tioga was 
not described in the indictment asa steam 
vessel, but merely as a vessel. All further 
proceedings are estopped by the statute of 
limitations, so that the death of twenty-four 
persons occasioned by the greed of a corpora- 
tion will go unavenged of justice. Sucha 
proceeding at law as this is a contemptible 
farce and an insult to the name of justice. 
It should call attention at once to the necessi- 
ty of taking some step in law reform which 
will simplify methods of procedure and pre- 
vent the defeat of justice by thé tricks of wily 
lawyers.

CANCELS WISCONSIN CENTRAL LEASE. 


Chicago and Northern Pacific at Best a 
Contract Creditor, 

Mitwavcxer, Wis., Sept. 25.—A decision 
canceling the lease of the Wisconsin Central 
to the Northern Pacific was rendered this aft- 
ernoon by Judge Jenkins and Judge Seaman 
of the United States court. Judge Jenkins 
reviewed the facts. He held that if the Chi- 
cago and Northern Pacific had a claim 
it was simply fs a contract cred- 
itor and that its interests were 
not to be considered paramount to 
those of other creditérs. The accounts sub- 
mitted, he said, showed that since the lease 
went into effect the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific had been operated at a loss to the 
Northern Pacific of $1,804,169.82, and the 
Wisconsin Central at a low. of $1,142,316. 
He held that the $19,000,000 of Chicago and 
Northern Pacific stock held by the Northern 
Pacific was practically — 9 in the hands 
of the latter company. 


As to Co-ordinate Train Service, 


A few days ago General Passenger Agent Han- 
son of the Illinois Central féquested Chairman 
Caldwell of the Western Passenger Association 
to make a ruling as to whether a road is: entitled 
to run a coordinate train to the regular train of 
a competing line without such coordinate train 
being considered in any wise a special train.

Wasunineros, D. C., Sept. 24.—Commis- 
sioner Browning of the Indian Bureau in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the Interior 
submits estimates for the year ending June 
30, 1895, aggregating $6,911,756, which is 
$193,639 less than the present appropriation. 
The advance in Indian school work during 


compared with the last several years. The 
number of pupils enrolled in 1891 was 17,- 
926; in 1892, 19,907; and in 1893, 21.138. 
The average attendance also materially in- 
creased, that of 1891 was 18.588; in 1892, 
15,167; and in 1898, 16,333. In speaking 
of non-reservation schools the Commissioner 
says: 
The purpose for which they were originally es- 
tablished should be more strictly adhered to— 
is, they should be regarded as advanced 
schools, and their pupils should as a rule 
consist of those who have previously attended 
reservation schools. and nearly or quite finished 
the course there prescri Transfer from a 
reservation to a non-reservation school should be 
looked upon as a promotion and a privilege, and 
selections for such transfer should be carefully 
made one ee on merits and proficiency ; at the 
same time should be old enough when they 
leave tine Spe withstand the strain of reserva- 
tion and tribal influences. As a further step 
toward increasing the efficiency of non-reserva- 
tion schools it h been decided 
not to force attendance of 
children ainst will of 
their parents. Neither has the authority granted 
te the Secretary of the Interior by the act of 
Karel 8, 1898. been exercised. That act author- 
ized the Secretary to withhold rations. clothing, 


The Indian child, however, should be taught at 
least tu read, to write, and to speak paaiie and 
how to earn a living in acivilized way. Upon 
the reservations day and boarding schoo s should 
be provided and should be attended, but the 
forcible taking of children a long dis- 
tance from their homes against the 
will of their’ parents is of very doubtfal 
expediency. von ignorant. and superstitious 
parents have rights and their 128 feelings 
are entitled to consideration. The Indians, as a 
rule, however, are boginning to appreciate edu- 
cation for their children, and the new schools re- 
cently opened are being well attended.’ The 
Oneidas last year showed their appreciation of 
their new privilege by putting in fifty-nine pupils 
the first day, and at the end of six weeks tbere 
were forty more pupils offered than the building 
could accommodate. The Cheyenne and Ara- 
pahoes of Siger colony sent an average of. sixty- 
N pupils durmg the term and of these 
per cent had never been in school 
— The Sac: and Fox Indians, how 
ever, show a maliguant opposition to schools 
of any sort. The reservation schools stil] need to 
be strengthened, equipped, and enlarged to en- 
able them to do their best. The Navajoes, for 
instance, have one school which will ‘care for 
only 130 out of a total of 3,000 children. Nearly 
half of all the day schools in the Indian service 
are among the Sioux, but whatever their limita- 
tions and disadvantages they have their ardent 
supporters and their unquestionable usefulness, 
as stepping stones to the boa schools.

Recently, owing rd of Trade 
“corner,” provisions „* deen held 
at a phenomenal price, and those 
offered for sale were éured two months 
or more ago and are held at the old famine 
prices. But on the whole it would seem the 
complaint of An Old Packer is not justified 
by the facts. The retail butcher, like all other 
middlemen, gets more than his share, but he 
has to pay for rent and gas and wages, has to 

maintain horses and wagons, and loses lots of 
money in bad debts. Nowadays no butcher 
kills his own hogs; the slaughtering is done at 
the Stock-Yards, ‘and retailer buys as 
many pounds of tenderloin or sausages’ as he 
thinks he may need. Poor people buy up 
the heads and feet and trimmings at the shops 
ttached to the packing houses, and thus get 
satisfactory meal for next to nothing. 


ECONOMY RESULTS FROM JURY REFORM. 


Some of the Abuses and Expenses Attached 
to the Old System. 

The article in Tux T Un concerning the 
promulgation of the new jury law and the fail- 
ure through carelessness of the Clerks of some 
of the courts to comply with it caused a sen- 
sation in the County and Criminal Court 
Buildings. It had been said in the article 


there was no legal jury in the Criminal Court, 


and convictions with the panels in the various 
branches of that court then in hand would be 
open to serious question. The four Judges 
had read the article and the first 
thing they did was to decide 
to discharge the whole Criminal Court panel. 
This necessitated a delay until a deputy from 
the Clerk’s office could draw special panels 
from the jury box. 

At this point it was discovered that not only 
had the Clerk of the Criminal Court violated 
the law by failing to draw a jury twenty days 
before the opening of court, but that he had 
failed to notify the Judges from whom he got 
orders for special juries of the facts in the 
case, 

The Judges were under the impression a 
regular panel had been drawn. This explains 
the summary action of the Judges when the 
true situation was explained in Tun Trisune. 
The people about the Criminal Court Clerk’s 
office did not question that the j jury cards that 
should have been returned to the jury box at 
the end of each term of court have been held 
over from term to term; that no special pains 
were taken to reach the individuals the cards 
called zor, and that special 
became the rule rather 
exception in the Criminal Court.
